Johnson was unabashed in so­

Lord Thom­ 
son of Fleet, told a luncheon 
gathering at the Hotel North­ 
land, Marquette, Saturday that 
much of the progress he made 
in Britain came from the in­ 
troduction there of principles 
from the United 
States 
and 
Canada. 
It was in the British Isles 
that Roy Herbert 
Thomson, 
who came from a poor family 
in 
northern 
Ontario, 
began 
putting 
together 
the 
com­ 
munications empire that 
now 
includes 
180 newspapers 
in 
the United Kingdom, the Unit­ 
ed States and Canada, among 
them 36 dailies and 12 week­ 
lies in this country. 
Then 59 and a half years old, 
Thomson went to 
Edinburgh 
from Canada 
and 
purchased 
'Hie Scotsman, which he said 
was generally 
recognized as 
“the voice of Scotland,” 
but 
which had business methods 
that were “terribly antiquat­ 
ed.” 
Enters TV 
He parlayed purchase of th* 
Scotsman into getting the li­ 
cense for Scottish television as 
commercial TV came to Great 
Britain in 1955. He said Sat­ 
urday that he purchased the 
license 
for 
SI 12.000 in 1957 
and by 1959 his television op­ 
erations w’ere earning $5,000,- 
000 a year. 
After five years in Scotland, 
Thomson moved 
to 
London, 
where he bought The Sunday 
Times, along with a nation­ 
wide chain of 
morning 
and 
evening papers, 
from 
Lord 
Kemsley. 
“Of all the newspapers in 
the world that I would 
most 
want to 
own if 
I had 
the 
choice, would 
be The Times 
and 
The 
Sunday 
Times,” 
Thomson said. With a circula­ 
tion of 1,500,000, he added, The 
Sunday Times is the largest 
selling quality newspaper in 
the world. 
Now 74, Thomson has con­ 
tinued to purchase newspaper, 
television and radio properties 
throughout the world. 
Honorary Degrees 
He was 
in Marquette 
to 
receive an honorary doctor of 
laws degree 
from 
Northern 
Michigan University on Sun­ 
day, the first honorary degree 
conferred 
upon 
him by 
an 
American university, although 
he has received many degrees 
from universities in other na­ 
tions. Today, he will receive 
his second honorary American 
degree—this one from 
Long 
Island University. 
Thomson, who was elevated 
to 
the 
peerage 
by 
Queen 
Elizabeth II, on Jan. I, 1964, 
was accompanied to Marquette 
by his granddaughter, 
Miss 
Sherry Brideson, a junior in 
the School of Journalism at the 
University of Toronto.

dressed the Saturday luncheon 
meeting with candor and in­ 
formality.

He said he definitely thought 
England eventually would get 
into a Common Market af some 
sort and that Western Europe 
ultimately 
would

common state—both political­ 
ly and economically—and that 
he believes this w'ould be for 
the good. 
Thomson 
found 
N i k i t a 
Khrushchev, deposed 
premier 
of the Soviet 
Union, 
a very 
likable person during his in­ 
terviews with him. He said he 
didn’t 
believe 
Khrushchev 
would ever have gone to war, 
although he would test his ad­ 
versaries to the limit (as 
in 
Cuba) but would back away if 
it appeared war was imminent 
(also as in Cuba). 
More Socialistic 
While he found Khrushchev 
a very w'arm- hearted person, 
Thomson said Alexei Kosygin, 
who 
succeeded 
Khrushchev, 
has a very' cold, strictly busi­ 
ness personality. 
He believes the western na­ 
tions should be more concern­ 
ed with the threat of Chinese 
communism 
than 
Russian 
communism. 
Although eastern 
European 
nations profess they are com­ 
munistic, Thomson said they 
are more socialistic 
and 
are 
trending more toward capital­ 
ism. Rumanian President Nic- 
olae Ceauseseu offered Thom­ 
son a deal to go into business 
in Rumania 
and 
split 
the 
profits— “a capitalistic offer.”

We have al­ 
ready suffered an Administra­ 
tion cut-back in the vital Lake 
Huron lamprey control pro­ 
gram.

MARQUETTE (AP) — A few 
persons, causing campus dis­ 
turbances, want to destroy in­ 
stitutions that are at the foun­ 
dation 
of American 
govern­ 
ment, 
“although

nothing to offer in their place,” 
believes the chairman of the 
board of control of Northern 
Michigan University. 
“The wave of disturbances 
that has swept our university 
and college campuses in the 
past several months should be 
deeply troubling to us as Amer­ 
icans,” said John McGoff of 
Williamston, who also is presi­ 
dent of Panax Corp., (publishers 
of the Escanaba Daily Press).

Story and Photos 
By KENNETH S. LOWE 
Ingrid Bartelli, the Upper 
Peninsula’s foremost authority 
on mushrooms, will long re­ 
member the spring of 1968 
It has been, she says, the 
longest morel season in her re­ 
collection. Her first report of 
the delicious mushrooms came 
from Big Bay on April 20. and 
morels w’ere still being picked 
in the Upper Peninsula this 
week. 
Mrs. Bartelli, who is district 
extension consumer marketing 
information agent for Michigan 
State University in Marquette, 
attributes the prolonged morel 
season to the cool spring. 
The long season and the 
bumper crop means a lot of 
Upper Peninsula families will 
have a good supply of preserv­ 
ed morels to carry them through 
to next spring’s season.

For freezing. Mrs. Bartelli 
slices morels in half longitudi­ 
nally and soaks them in salt 
water to drive out any insects 
that might be present. Then she 
gradually brings the mushrooms 
to a boil in their own iuice and 
packages and freezes both the 
morels and their juice. 
However, Mrs. Zartelli prefers 
to dry her morels. They lend 
themselves readily to drying 
and drying accentuates their 
flavor. When dried, they will 
“keep” indefinitely. 
But there are wrong ways 
and right ways of drying. 
Constant Heat 
Mrs. Bartelli does not believe 
in trying to dry morels in sun­ 
light or by stringing them in 
attics. A constant heat source is 
needed for proper dehydration, 
and mushrooms do not always 
get this in the sunlight. They 
may wilt during the night be­ 
fore they are thoroughly dried 
and then collapse and begin to 
deteriorate. Those strung on 
thread in attics tend to become 
infested with insects, dust and 
mold. 
Mrs. Bartelli recommends us­ 
ing a cabinet for drying. Her 
own drier is a converted metal 
locker of the type used in 
schools. At intervals of about 
eight inches along the length of 
the locker she has stretched 
strips of wire to hold screen 
shelves on which the sliced 
mushroms are placed. An elec­ 
tric unit from a coffee maker 
provides the heat. Mrs. Bartelli 
places one layer of morels on 
each screen and allows them to 
dry overnight. 
She packages them in fruit 
jars .which she places in an 
oven at about 180 degrees for a 
half hour. Then she places lids 
and rings on the jar to fonn a 
vacuum seal. 
Variety In Serving 
Dried morels can be served in 
a variety of ways. They can be 
used in soup or gravy or they 
can be soaked in water and 
cooked as side dishes or as in­ 
gredients in other dishes. They 
may even be ground in an old 
fashioned 
meat grinder and 
used as a seasoning. 
Mrs. Bartelli believes morels 
can become a real tourist at­ 
traction for the Upper Peninsu­ 
la — particularly if morels in 
the area would provide driers 
so that collectors could preserve 
their harvest. 
She also thinks that Upper 
Peninsula morels could be har­ 
vested and packaged for com­ 
mercial sale. This w’ould in­ 
volve freeze drying them and 
marketing the dried morels in 
attractive packages. 
The ideal means of assuring 
a perpetual supply of morels 
w'ould be through commercial 
propagation, but unfortunately 
no one has ever found the secret 
of raising morels domestically. 
Mrs. Bartelli says she would 
like to work on this W'hen she 
retires. 
Meanwhile, she is never hap­ 
pier than w'hen she’s combing 
the Northern Michigan W'oods in 
May in search of Morchella 
angusticeps — especially w'hen 
they are as plentiful as they 
were this year.
